peasant" runs all through the consti- 
tution; thf bolfihe\iks- are at least con- 
sistent. 
Paragraph "B" of section 53 


of the constitution t'nrnishes addition- 
al evidence of the conspiracy against 
the peasants. It reads: 


"The 
provincial Soviets are com- 


posed of representatives of the city 
Soviets and the rural Soviets, one rep- 
resentative for lO.OQO inhabitants of 
the rural districts, and one represent- 
ative for 2,000 voteis in the city." 
, In the regional congresses it is the 
same, one representative for 25,000 
tnhnbituats of the country, and one rep- 
resentative for 5,000 voters of the city. 


Aim at Disfranchising Peasants. 
The governments of the nation, of

Why this five to one?

vondering bow Lenine hit upon the 
ratio of five to one; is there any con- 
nection between this flve-to-one dis- 
crimination against the "poor peas- 
ants" and the ratio of population in 
Russia between city dwellers 
and 


'poor peasants," which is about five 
to one? It is not difficult to guess the 
reason for this action. 
Any American 


ward politician could furnish the ex- 
planation In a minute. 
All political 


experience proves that a political ma- 
chine is best controlled, easiest or- 
ganized In the cities. 
Political ma- 


chines have never been popular in the 
country districts. 
The soviet form of 


government is a political machine. The 
control of tho machine Is insured by 
disfranchising tho "poor peasants." 
Tha inen who designed the bolshevik 
constitution knew one thing about 
practical polities, and know that one 
thing thoroughly, and that is that cit- 
ies are accessible to political control.

peasant" runs all through the consti- 
tution; thf bolfihe\iks- are at least con- 
sistent. 
Paragraph "B" of section 53 


of the constitution t'nrnishes addition- 
al evidence of the conspiracy against 
the peasants. It reads: 


"The 
provincial Soviets are com- 


posed of representatives of the city 
Soviets and the rural Soviets, one rep- 
resentative for lO.OQO inhabitants of 
the rural districts, and one represent- 
ative for 2,000 voteis in the city." 
, In the regional congresses it is the 
same, one representative for 25,000 
tnhnbituats of the country, and one rep- 
resentative for 5,000 voters of the city. 


Aim at Disfranchising Peasants. 
The governments of the nation, of

vondering bow Lenine hit upon the 
ratio of five to one; is there any con- 
nection between this flve-to-one dis- 
crimination against the "poor peas- 
ants" and the ratio of population in 
Russia between city dwellers 
and 


'poor peasants," which is about five 
to one? It is not difficult to guess the 
reason for this action.

ward politician could furnish the ex- 
planation In a minute. 
All political 


experience proves that a political ma- 
chine is best controlled, easiest or- 
ganized In the cities. 
Political ma- 


chines have never been popular in the 
country districts. 
The soviet form of 


government is a political machine. The 
control of tho machine Is insured by 
disfranchising tho "poor peasants."
